If any 
one in anſwer to this Argument will produceFathers, I pray them 
to produce them to ſay,not onely that the Name Fe/#s,is the Name 
above every Name, but alſo to ſay, that by bowing in the Name of

dutie of the Text, irwill accuſe the Church of Englandof grafle hy- 


pocrifie, in urging meere (eremonies, and neglefing to urge a ne- 


ceſſary dutie : Jt would be a preferring of her own traditions above 
Gods Commandements : It would make then,that the Church fai- 
led in finceritie, till this late Archbiſhop came. 
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IT Afﬀtof all, I may bring this as a reaſon againftthem ; the moſ 
-/ of them, and ſome alſo of the chiefeſt of them, that gronnd-ix 
on the Text, yet hold their opinion very #»certarnly : they paſle to 
and fro betwixtthe Text and the Canon: When they thinke that 
the Authoritie of the.

{ua : The Name Jehovah, betokens Gods incomprehenſiblenes, his 
ommipoteucie,his omniſcience, his wiſdome, his goodnes, and all his ho- 
ty Attributes, and that eſſentially in himſelfe : It betokens all Gods 
works, his worke of Predeftination, not onely of Ele&icn,but Repro- 


- bation, by which he will be alfo g/orified, Pro. 16, 4. It betokens 


not onely his worke of Redemption, but alſo his works of (cation 
and Providence, for which works ſake , the heavens and earth doe 
praiſe him, and ſpeake hu praiſe in all languages, Plal, 9. 1,2,9. 
And for which Works ſake, we muſt alſo praiſe him, P/al.100. 2,3. 
P/al. 147. It fignifieth not onely his mercy, but alſo his j»ſtice ; 
for which alſo we muſt rejozce, and praiſe the Lord, Plal.58.11,12, 
True it is, God ſhews his Glory abundantly in becomming a Sa- 
v10Kr to his people,yet the Name ehovah goes beyond the Name Je- 
ſ#: in theextent of his Glory : Itdenores Gods Glory effentially in 
himſelfe, and generally in reſpet of all his ghtie works. The name 
Teſus denotes his Glory onely particularly in reſpe& of the worke of 
Redemption, and onely by way of relationto vs, whom he hath re- 
deemed. Therefore the reaſon aforefaid remaines #2501able, that if 
we will bow onely at that Nawr,that denotes Gods Glory particn- 
tarly onely, and that doth onely reſpe& onr owne benefit in the 
worke of Red-mptionwronught for us; aid not at that Name that 
berokens his Glory eſſerrially in-himfelfe, and that which hath re- 


; I oall his Attributes, and to all his mightrie works , orif we 


will bow onely at Gods faving name, and not at all at any of his 
commanding Names ; I ſay, the re:ſon flands firme, we love our 
fetves above God, and regard our owne benefit and ſalvation, more * 
than his Glory or Soverargnrie over us. As it a Subj will not bow 
to the King, but onely in regard of ſome great extraordinary be- 
nefit beſtowed tpon him , it is evident, that he regards himſelfe

3. If this reaſon be good, then we muſt bow at the Name Jeſus 
written upon a wall, or in a Booke,or when it is thought of; for ſo 
it will put us in minde of dying as well as when it is heard. Then 
alſo we muſt bow at the name Chriſt, heard, ſeene, or thought of ; 
becauſe this Name doth better put us in minde of dying, than the-

eAnſw, I deny the Conſequent, for if the fulnes of the- Godhead 
fhould fo dwell in Chrift, as that the reſt of the Perſons were ftrip- 
ped of the: Godhead, which is blaſphemy once to imagine, there 
might be ſome ſhe for this reaſon, -but the whole fulnes of the 
Godhead dwelsin every Perſo», in the Firſt and Third as well as in 
the Second Perſon, Toh, 14.11. 'But onely here is the difference, 
that the fultzes of the Godhead dwels in Chriſt onely bodily, becauſe 
he onely had a body ordained for him, that he might be a perfe&
